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Chemical Changes in Mineral 
Colors.

Some mineral colors are changed in 
color or shade by a chemical process, which 
consists mainly in removing chemically com- 
bined water or the so-called water of hydra- 
tion. The change from the exact color or 
shade which the substance had in its orig- 
inal mechanical state is also increased by a 
change which at the same time takes place 
in molecular structure. The process is 
simple, and consists in exposing the colors 
to a higher temperature than is required to 
remove the water of hydration. A high 
temperature causes such colors to contract, 
with the results above stated. 

The hydrated oxides of iron which occur 
in nature form an essential constituent of 
all yellow ochres, and these are hence called 
iron ochres. They correspond in constitu- 
tion to the hydrated oxide of iron precipi- 
tated in the wet way, and like this lose their 
combined water at a red heat, forming a line 
of red colors running from yellowish red to 
reddish brown. Further heating darkens 
the color ; this is not a chemical but a me- 
chanical change. Under the influence of 
heat such a mass becomes denser, of greater 
specific gravity, takes up less room and keeps 
getting darker until it becomes violet brown 
or violet red. Ochres as mined are not pure 
hydrated oxide of iron, but also contain 
alumina, lime, oxide of manganese, and 
acids, such as arsenious, arsenic, phosphoric, 
&c., and these of course also have influence 
on the shade. These cannot be removed by 
chemical means, except at very considerable 
cost, and if left in the finished product 
would reduce its value too much, and so it is 
customary only to mine, for producing burnt 
ochres, raw materials, which will give a satis- 
factory article after a simple burning proc- 
ess. In order to judge what colors and 
shades any raw ochre is capable of giving, 
it is sufficient to burn some of it in a small 
porcelain crucible over a good alcohol lamp 
or a Bunsen burner, Contrary to the usual 
rule, this expcriment on the small scale gives 
a pretty good approximation to the results 
obtained on the large scale. 

Mine waters springing from sulphurous 
strata, such as cupreous and pyrites mines 
or fahl ore deposits, are very liable to settle 
out a certain mud, which is termed vitriol 
ochre, and this contains sulphuric acid as 
well as the hydrated oxide of iron, This 
dries up to a brownish mass which has pretty 
nearly the color of iron oxide and is collected 
for manufacturing purposes. This peculiar

I wasin Milwaukee last autumn during 
the State Fair, and was charged 50 centsa 
day more for occupying a cot in a narrow 
hallway, filled with occupied cots, than the 
regular price for a room when the city had 
no crowd. Chicago will provide better and 
cheaper accommodations this summer, both 
lodging and restaurants, than can be had in 
New York in the dullest season of the year. 
Chicago is filled to-day with sharpers from 
every part of the globe, and every device 
possible will be used to entrap the unwary 
and verdant visitors; but this city should 
not be blamed for the wrongdoings of the 
rogues who congregate within her borders. 
Let me illustrate 

A few evenings ago a party of staid citi- 
zens of Chicago took some refreshments at 
a restaurant in Jackson Park. Notwith- 
standing a bill of fare indicated the prices‘ 
the garcon kept 70 cents more than the order 
justified. When his attention was called to 
it he admitted that he had made a mistake, 
and apologetically returned what he had 
wrongly withheld. This waiter was im- 
ported from New York. The public will 
have to keep alert or they will be robbed 
either one way or another, but the citizens 
of Chicago are not to be blamed for it. 

The attendance at the World's Fair is dis- 
appointing and is seriously affecting busi- 
ness, and Chicago is in no way responsible 
for this either. This is solely due to the 
sandbagging propensities of the railway | 
magnates of the country. If the Fair isa | 
failure the blame will rest on them and they 
will suffer the consequences. Nothing 
would have a quicker tendency to ease up 
the stringent financial condition of the 
country than to put into circulation the 
many millions of dollars held in small 
amounts by people who want to visit the 
Fair if railway rates were only reasonable.

Paper Company, Holyoke, Mass., had the 
little finger of his left hand cut off in a 
planer on May 31. 

Joseph Almond, employed by the George 
Wheelwright Paper Company, Furnace, 
Mass., had his right hand nearly cut off on 
May 24 by a rag cutting machine. 

Richard Kline had his right hand lacer 
ated in a rag cutter at the Chemical No. 1 
Mill, at Holyoke, Mass., on May 31 The 
man received severe cuts on the fingers and 
palm of the hand 

Daniel Marshall, while working recently 
in an upper story of the Riordan Pulp Mill 
Merritton, Ont., fell through a hole left by 
the men who were repairing the floor, and 
received serious injuries. 

On May 29 while Frank Ferguson was at 
work in Singerly’s pulp mill, Elkton, Md., 
a large piece of iron fell from the upper part 
of the building, striking him on the back of 
the hand and severing an artery. Several 
of the other employees came to the young 
man’s assistance and succeeded in stopping 
the flow of blood. 

W. A. Royce, employed in the pulp mill 
at South Edwards, N. Y., while trying to 
throw off a belt was struck with a stick 
which he was using for that purpose, cutting 
both his upper and lower lips and hurting 
him quite badly under the eye. Charles 
Clark, employed in the same mill, let a 
block fall, smashing one side of his foot 
quite badly. 

David Mackey, aged eighteen years, em- 
ployed as a back tender at Orrs & Co.'s paper 
mill, Troy, N. Y., had his right arm severely 
crushed on May 24 in a machine and died 
from the effects of the injuries. Mackey 
was passing paper over the machine, when 
he caught his right hand between the dryer 
and roll. He was pulled up on the machine 
and hisarm drawn between the rolls, break- 
ing it in three places and tearing out the 
muscles, so that the arm hung at the shoul 
der only by shreds. When the machine 
tender, Samuel Jordan, saw what had hap- 
pened he seized an axe and broke the stand 
which holds one of the rolls in place. This 
loosened it so that the young man could be 


removed from his position.

Increase of Manufacturing Plants. 
BosTON, May 31, 1893. 
Editor of The Journal: 
I have read with satisfaction your editorial 


in the Paper TRADE JOURNAL of May 27, on | 


page 464, at the bottom of the second column, 
in regard to the increase of manufacturing 
plants in branches of paper business which 
are now over-supplied. 

My investigations during the past year 
and a half have given me an insight into the 
strawboard and wood board business and I 
can safely say that the cepacity of the mills 
for manufacturing those two articles is at 
least 40 per cent. greater than the con- 
sumption of the whole country. 
them together because wood boards and 
paper lined strawboards come in direct 
competition. After making a liberal allow- 
ance of 10 per cent. for the increase in the 
consumption of these articles there is stilla 
capacity of 40 per cent. more than possibly 
can be consumed. Following is a list of

I also believe that the trade papers of the 
country should take a different stand in re- 
gard to combinations, falsely called trusts, 
and that the co-operation of the different 
branches of business should be encouraged, 
providing they do not attempt to extort un- 
reasonable prices for their commodities. I 
have reason to say that there are ways in 
which profitable prices may be obtained 
without unjustly taxing the consumer, and 
at the same time protecting the rights of

the smaller manufacturers. There is no 
combination of capital more arbitrary or 
tyrannical than some labor combinations 
and and yet there seems 
to no voice raised against these 
abuses, while the associations and com- 
binations of manufacturers for the same 
| kind of protection are almost invari- 
ably denounced. I believe that there is a 
happy medium for both the laboring man 
and the capitalist, and think that the in- 
fluential journals should not be afraid to ad- 
| vocate a fair and just combination of both 
capital and labor, while at the same time 
they should denounce all forms of extortion 
and tyranny.

A Story of Disinfection. 
| BOULOGNE SUR MER, France, May 20, 1893. 
Editor of The Journal: 

We take the liberty of asking the insertion 
in your valuable paper of the following comic 
story. 

As exporters of rags and other materials 
for paper manufacture, we are compelled 
to send our goods to London to be trans- 
| Shipped on board the Boston liners. 
| On the 13th instant we sent 333 bundles 
| of old tarred manilla ropes, gathered when 
worn out from our fishing smacks, and when 
our London agents went to the American 
consul to get the usual certificate they were 
informed that it could be delivered only after 
disinfection of the goods in London at the 
following cost :

for an article sold at £6 per ton or £108; in 
fact, 40 per cent. expenses. 

We wrote to the consul in London ex- 
plaining that a rope which when new had 
been prepared with coal tar, having been 
worn out after one year in contact with salt 
water, was surely more disinfected than by 
any artificial process ; butit wasinvain. The 
reply was : ‘‘ My instructions are that old tex- 
tiles shipped from Great Britain must be 
disinfected.” Surely the consul is a very, 
| very young and candid man, or a very, very 
splendid collector of fees. 

The consequence was that the goods were 
resold in London at a loss, and the Boston 
market was closed for us. Strange to say, 
had we been able to ship from here direct to 
| the United States we would have obtained 
our certificate from the consul here, whose 
| instructions for disinfection apply only to 

fags and not to tarred rope. Hence two 
| weights—one for England, one for France. 
| We understand and approve fully any 
steps having for their object the protection 
of America against any epidemic invasion ; 

but the imagination which supposes the 
| presence of microbes in a tarred rope is so 
| droll that we have thought it useful to state 
| the matter in your paper in order to have 
| fresh instructions sent to the London con-

Electrolytic Apparatus. 

An illustration is given of an im- 
proved construction of an electrolytic appa- 
ratus for electrolyzing salts in solution, and 
the invention consists in the peculiar con- 
struction of the anode. 

A represents the cell formed of stoneware 
or glassware or other suitable material ap- 
plicable for the purpose, preferably of the 
form shown, which shows it to consist of 
two vessels, B and B’, communicating at or 
near the bottom through a hollow trunk, C. 

D represents the body of the solution of 
the salt contained in each compartment. 

E represents a porous substance covering 
the bottom of the compartment above the 
height of the communicating trunk between 
the vessels, and F and G represent the 
anode and cathode contained in the com-
